Our requests 
contained only basic identifying Information on the persons we bad selected, 
with no Indication that we knew of their Oo m n l rt affiliations*

3* This reply Is interesting not only beoause It contradlota the CIC 
report, but because it is presented in a rather unusual style, as a rule, 
Qrengulf 1 does not go out of hie way to say niee things tout the subjeotsr 
of hie checks. If hie political files aonUln no derogatory information, 
the float 1* generally indicated in the brief phrase *sonet kelne Vbraexkmgen*. 
This phrase usually appears in the second paragraph of his reply) the first 
paragraph is almost always devoted exclusively to Meldesmt Information eon- 
earning the Identification of the subject* Moreover, it is interesting to 
note that this reply is dated almost one month later than the reply on BHSCS- 
BAtMM, although the two men reside in the same general tree. (Qrengulf 1

It la conceivable, too, that Qreogulf 1 haa tho laforaatloa but, aistruatiag 
Its authattloltj, haa dooldod not to release it, A third possibility la 
that Qrengulf 1 or aoaaoaa la hla organisation has decided to withhold tho
